The elements have not been favourable of late for any kiud of 
sport,and trainers have been put about by them,for horsescould not well 
face the warring strife, and the ground has been uncommonly heavy. 
At the Carmarthenshire Hunt Meeting of the present week, the land 
was in a fearful state, and on Tuesday, when the Open Steeplechase 
was decided, the rain descended iu such a torrent that it damped the 
ardour of the most inveterate of our Cambrian sportsmen, 8 usual 
“Master Tommy Davies” repeated additional hosouss in the. field ; 
but Mr. Powx.w’s “cracks” were not out on the opening day though 
stabled in the vicinity of the scene of action. Speculation upon the 
Spring Handicaps has made but trifling improvement. No one is 
inclined to back anything with spirit for either tho Epsom or Chester 
races of that class; attention being more immediately turned towards 
the Lincolnshire Handicap as the earliest event on the carpet for 
decision. ‘Che Liverpool Grand National Steeplechases evinces strong 
symptoms of making an excellent betting race ; and probably has ‘‘ the 
call” of anything in the market just now, notwithstanding the lively 
“fits and starts,” that characterise certain movements inthe Two 
Thousand Guineas and the Derby. Lord Lyon’s friends, however, 
are tiring out. ‘I'he Student has not yet recovered the confidence of his 
friends, and the public do not know exactly what to do with the 
French horse, whose trainer was magnificently entertained at a 
banquet last Wednesday at the White Hart Hotel, Newmarket, under 
the presidency of Mr. Morris. :

was invested on him, and which he-landed for his backers, many of Shepher 
Knapp'sfirst friends being ‘‘in theswim.” Shepherd Knapp cut up wretchedly 
—he ae peat arace, and seemed as ill at case as an amateur casual in 4 
spauper shed,

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

It is with great satisfaction that I 
have recourse to your assistance and 
advice. 

I have recently declared my, con- 
Sent. to a marriage between my 
daughter Princess Helena and Prince 
Christian of Schleswig Holstein Son- 
derburgh-Augustenburg. 1 trust this 
union may be prosperous and happy. 

The death of my beloved uncle, the 
King of the Belgians, has affected 
me with profound grief. I feel great 
confidence, however, that the wisdom 
which he evinced during his reign 
will animate his successor, and pre- 
Serve for Belgium her independence 
and prosperity... My relations with 
foreign Powers are friendly and 
Satisfactory, end I see no cause to 
fear any disturbance of the general 
peace. 

The mecting of the fleets of France 
and England in the ports of the 
respective countries has tended to 
‘ cement theamity of. the two nations 
and ta, prove to the world their 
driendly concert in the promotion 
of peace. 

I have observed with satisfacticn 
that the United States, after termi- 
nating successfully the severestrugzie 
in which they wereso long engaged, 
are wisely repairing the ravages of 
civil war, The abolition of slavery 
isan event calling forth the cordial 
fympathies and congratulations of 
this country, which ,has always been 
foremost in showing its abhorrence 
Ofan institution repugnant to every 
feeling of justice and humanity. . 

T have at the same time the satis- 
faction to inform you that tho ex- 
e‘tions and perseverance of my 
nival squadron have reduced the 
slave trade on the West Coast of 
Africa within very narrow limits. 

A correspondence has taken place 
between my Government and that of 
the United States with respect to 
injuries inflicted on American com- 
merce by cruisers under the Confede- 
rate flag. Copies of this correspon- 
dence will be laid before you. 

The renewal of diplomatic relations 
with Brazil has given me much satis- 
fiction, and I acknowledge with 
pleasure that the good offices of my 
ally, the King of Portugal, have 
contributed essentially to this happy 
result, ; 

I have to regret the interruption 
of peace between Spain and Chili. 
The good offices of my Govern- 
ment, in conjunction wlth those of 
the Emperor of the French, have 
been accepted by Spain, and it is 
my earnest hope that the causes ot 
disagreement may be removed ina 
manner honourable and satisfactory 
to both countries. 

The negociations which have been 
long pending in Japan, and which 
have been conducted with great 
ability by my Minister in that coun- 
try, in conjunction with the repro- 
sentatives of my allies in Japan, 
have been brought to a conclusion 
which merits my entire approbation. 
The existing treaties hase been 
ratified by the Mikado; ithas been

Troughton’ wit is not dazzling enough to make us blind to the un- 
equivocal meaning of the intrigue set forth in his new piece, which is 
simply that of a coarse libertine—a fellow without sentiment or 
déotney of conduct—bent on seducing a vain and not highly virtuous 
young wife, while he is actually carrying on an amatory correspon- 
dence (the nature of which’ there is no mistaking) with her waiting- 
woman, Tho gentleman says, several times, while holding communion 
with himself, “What a scoundrel I am!”’—and always appoars to 
enjoy the reflection; if the adjectives “ gross and contemptible,” had 
been added, the observation would have been at once more just and 
more emphatic, The plot of “The Fly andthe Web” is this; Belissa 
(Miss ‘Ada Swanborough) has married for money, out of her own 
proper sphere, an old city mercer of the name of Traflick; who never 
appears on the scene. She has found that she and her husband have 
little or nothing in the world in common ;, he desiring to live in quiet 
and privacy, she pining for the variety and excitements of ‘' fashion- 
able life.” \ ‘Traffick has gone on a journey to Lyons, and his absence 
furnishes his wife an opportunity for the surreptitious indul- 
ence of her wishes in this respect. But though Traffiek has 
eft his wife behind him, he bas sprndes y left instructions 
with his confidential clerk Trueman (Mr, Parseile),to watch over 
her—constituted him,‘in fact, her guardian; and Trueman fulfils to the 
letter the duties of an office which most men would, with propriety, 
shrink from undertaking. The trusty Trueman, is indeed, in spite or 
the sentiment with which Mr. Troughton has invested him, nothing 
better than a domestic spy, and in that capacity secretly watches the 
cee and incomings of bis mistress, and tells her the exact hour 
at which she returned home on the previous night. During a very 
long conversation between them, on the subject of her conduct and 
her wifely duty, anew acquaintance of hers, Mr. Glitter (Mr. Bdward 
Price), a “man of fashion of the court and of the town,” as Mr. 
Troughton describes him in the play bill, arrives and manoouvres in 
‘the most stagey and offensive way to get Trueman out of the 
room. At last, with the help of the lady, heis successful, and True- 
man removes to the remoter side of the keyhole. Then follows the 
usual stage scene of “fashionable” incitement to adultery ; the end 
being that the lady is at least willing to go to a masquerade with Rane- 
lagh, her would-be seducer. All that Trueman can do.to prevent 
her taking her own course appears unavailing ; he concludes therefore 
that the best thing he can do, under the circumstances, is to go to the 
masquerade himself and there keep hor in sight. So ends the first act, 
which passes at Traffick’s house in the city, in a room partaking of the 
double character of a counting-bouse and asitting-parlour, very com- 
monly seen on the French stage, but which has no analogy with any 
English household arrangement. Inthe second act the scene is shifted 
to a room with many doors (another French stage device) in Traftick’s 
Cottage at Streatham. Here Mrs. Traffick’s abigail, Amorosa (M iss 
Raynham), bas spread a dainty supper in expectation of a late visit 
from Mr. Glitter, the ‘man of fashion,” who has vowed to marry her, 
and, in the course of previous late visits, has learned the 
situation of all the rooms to which the numerous doors 
belong — Belissa’s ‘‘ boudoir,” the abigail’s bed-room, and so 
on. Ne the midst of the “little supper,” to partake of which Glitter 
has, like ahighly fashionable profligate, entered through the win- 
dow, Jeaving the impression of his shoes on the snow outside, after the 
examplo of the false ‘‘ Lord” whom Moore has immortalized for having 
paid a late visit to “fair Eveleen’s bower’—Belissa,—who has not en- 
joyed the masquerade much, on account of somebody in a domino having 
persistently dogged her steps all the evening, aud who has reflected 
that, perhaps, she will be better at Streatham than in Cheapside, 
though it is erproscniog midnight and the weather is bad—drops in 
mal-apropes. hen there is a great scurry in the part of Amorosa to 
get her fashionable admirer out of sight, and of course no place is 50 
eoure as her ownbed-room, Then Trueman comes in and declares 
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that he has traced on the snow the footsteps of a thief up to the house ; 
then Brlissa suspects that the thief is Glitter; then Glitter tells her 
that he has a cerriage waiting to bear her away ; whereupon Belissa all 
at once finds out that he isa very infamous man, and that she is very 
like a poor fly fluttering near the web of a remorseless spider. True- 
man, sure of his man—having barred all ways of egress except 
the window through which Mr. Glitter had entered—breaks in upon 
the talk of the two, with the intelligence that Mr. Traflick is suddenly 
returned from Lyons and at that moment coming up the stairs. The 
intelligence is not true, but it frightens the ‘‘man of fashion” eo 
much that he leaps out of a window fourteen feet from the ground, and 
falls, first through the glass roof of a conservatory, and then into the 
jaws of a ferocious bull-dog. Whereupon Trueman tells his mistress 
that her husband is not returned from Lyons, and the lady—for not 
quite obvious reasons—finds that she has hada very great escape, and, 
in arhymed tag, compares herself to the fly, as we have above indicated. 
Only four characters are employed, and the plot, as will be gathered 
from the above analysis, is not a very full one, nevertheless the piece 
took two hours to perform on Monday evening, which was at least 
three quarters of an hour toolong. Of the acting we can only say 
that all concerned did their best; but the piece belongs to a class re- 
quunig actors of special culture to render them effective. At the 
lympic, in Madame Vestris’s time, and somewhat more recently at 
the Haymarket, such & piece would have been performed almost as 
perfectly as on the French stage; but not elsewhere. Weare bound 
to add that on the fall of the curtain, the four performers were heartily 
recalled, the author also being called. The scenery, by Mr. Charles 
Fenton, is in extremely good taste, and the dresses are picturesque 
though not strictly accurate. i}

Mr. Shepherd is proving that he intends to turn to good account the 
splendid new theatre which has been raised for him out of the ruins 
ot the one over the fortunes of which he so long held successful con- 
tro). On Monday evening he played a trump card as an indication of the 
sort of hand he holds, and we have no doubt that he will find he has 
played it with the best effect. The engagement of Miss Avonia Jones, 
after that lady's protracted absence from the London stage, isin every 
way calculated to give emphasis to the opening arrangements of his 
new campaign. With politic abt he has gone to one of the 
leading dramatists cf the day to furnish a drama wortby the circum- 
stances of the occasion, and in ‘‘ Kast Lynn ” he may be proudof 
having given to his transpontine patrons a play that would 
have met the most exacting demands of a West-end andience. 
The adapter of the present version of Mrs, Wood’s famousnovel is Mr. 
Jobn Oxenford, who has done his work with .the effectiveness of a 
thoroughly skilled artist. We do not know how far he may have 
been indebted to the highly porns version of the story produced in 
America, the chief character 0 which has been, we believe, frequently 
sustained there by Miss Avonia Jones, but whether wholly or only in 
part his own as to construction, the piece which bears his namo is well 
wortby of his reputation, It isin four acts of medium length and sets 
forth the more touching-incidents of Mrs. Wood’s story with perfect 
distinctness and with very strong dramatio effect, -In the first act 
Lady Isabel, the daughter of a deceased earl, and the wife of 
Archibald Carlyle, a rich solicitor, the owner of EaatLynne, formerly.a 
possession of her father’s, is represented 4s tortured with jealous doubts 
of her husband, who is in secret correspondence with Barbara Hare 
(Miss Rosa Ogilvie), the sister ofa young man accused of having com- 
mitted a murder, The correspondence of Barbara with Archibald 
Carlyle (Mr. J. Fernandez) is perfectly innocent, but Lady Isabel's 
suspicions are fostered by Oaptain Francis (afterwards Sir Franeis) 
Levison, a profligate scoundrel (played by Mr. E. F. Edgar), who 
plays upon her so far as to induce hér—on what she supposes to be 
conclusive evidence of her husband’s love for Barbara Hare—to fly 
from her home and children and become the mistress of her betrayer. 
In the second act she is living ia Grenoble and has discovered the 
villanous character of the man for whom she has sacrificed her position 
as wife and inother. Inthe meantime Archibald Carlyle has obtained 
a divorce. Loathing the society of Sir Francis Levison, she separates 
from him and, upon ascertaining that her eldest child is dying, 
returns disguised and under the name of Madame Vine, to East 
Lynne, where she obtains admittance as a governess. Archibald 
Carlyle has maried Barbara Hare, but not before he hag received what 
appears to be reliable intelligence of Lady Isabel's death. The death 
oF her child, who dies in her arms, causes her to reveal the secret of 
her assumed character to a confidential servant. She ig herself 
stricken with a mortal illness and in her last moments beseeches 
forgiveness of her husband, and dies in his arms forgiven, In this 
bald outline of the plot we have said nothing of minor characters and 
incidents, of which there are « considerable number, all necessary to 
the complete development of the story. The principal interest of the 
spp centres in Lady Isabel, whose terrible position tho audience are 


athetic acting of Miss Avonia Jones. It is.a very long time since we 

ave seen so many tearful eyes follow the mimic sorrows of a heroine. 
These tears are the most striking acknowledgment of the actress's power, 
a far higher tribute than the vehement applause which greeted her 
throughout the piece, but more particularly at the end of the third act. 
In this act is represented the death of Archibald Oarlyle’s son (very 
nicely played by Miss Charlton) in the arms of his mother, whom he 
knows only as his governess. ‘The wild burst of agony with which 
the unfortunate mother throws herself upon the lifeless body of her 
child is indescribably pathetic and makes a profound impression onthe 
audience. As @ whole, the piece is extremely well played. Twoor 
three of the minor characters are sustained in a remarkably praise- 
worthy manner, special praise being justly due to Mr, Henry Thomp- 
gon for his rendering of Mr. Dill, an old confidential clerk of Archibald 
Carlyle. The ee of the piece is in the very best taste ; indeed 
everything that care and money could do for it ee evidently been 
done, That“ East Lynne” will prove a great success we bave no 
doubt; we are quite sure that it is worthy to enjoy a long run. The

SLASHING BATTLE AT MANCHESTER—CHAMBERS AND PRIOR 
Act Fe FOR £50, AT 8st 6lb. 

These fistic heroes, both of whom hail from Salford (the “Surrey” side of 
tho ‘Inky ° Jrwell), met at Bill Brown’s sporting drum on the 27th of Dec. 
? last, and settled an “ ancient grudge” they owed each other by entering into 


the usual articles to test their bruising propensities for £25 a side, both beiog 
confined to 8st 6ib. In due time the combatants began to prepare for the 
“fray,” and get rid of the superfluous. Prior,’ who is “‘ rising’ 20:years and 
measures from hea to foot 5 feet 4 inches, hanging out at Alf Owen’s, Dog 
and Badger, Saint John-street, Deansgate, Manchester; his only previous 
encounter being with Roger Babbington for a fiver, whom he compelled to 
strike his fag, about eight months ago, after a severe fight of three quarters 
of an hour, at Astley on Chat Moss, Master Prior was an obedient pupil in 
training, and under the skilful eye of the véteran trainér Jack M‘Grath’s 
Punch (the eccentric), did a tremendous amount of work to bring himself 
down to the stipulated impost. His flag of defiance, was a beautiful twilled 
silk wipe of white ground, and broad bprkey ted border. His opponent, 
Chambers, is a stiff built young fellow, 19 years old, and stands 5 feet 44 inches 
high. His first appearance in the magic arena was on the Istof October, 
1864, when he vanquished Arthur Webbe;‘at. Mode Wheel, for £4'a side, after 
boxing 20 rounds, occupying 85 minutes. His friends being disposed to try 
him at higher game matched the subject of our memoir with Ned Evans 


(his present backer), for £50, at 8st 6lb, wheu Chambers was again victorious 
at the corclusion of the 44th round,; time, 1 hour and 30 minu' at Flouch, 
near Hazle Head Bridge, 8th November, 1865. Chambers pitched his tent at 


Ned Evans's, Saw Mill Tavern, Chapel-field-road, Ardwick, the host himself 
acting as mentor, and displayed for his flag of defiance a colour of the same 
pattern as Prior’s except the border, which in this case was blue. 

Whilst the match was in progress, the betting ruled at 5 and 6 to 4 on the 
Saw-Mill Pet, the friends and partizans of both mea being remarkably sanguine 
of success. Acoording to arrangement, the,weighing took place at Prior’s Read. 
quarters between seven and eight on Monday evening; Alf’s drum being crowded 
to the ceiling. Both were about 2lb under, and offers to lay guineas to pounds 
on Prior went begging. A move was then made for the Saw Mill Tavern, 
where tho arrangements for bringing off the fight were to be made, The Editor 
of a bi-weekly contemporary, in whose hands the corianders were banked, was 
authorised to appoint a referee, but this he declined to do unless the men could 
not agree between themselves. It was ultimately agreed to select Sam Hurst 
(the Steleybridge Infant), now the bung of the Glass House Tavern, Oldham- 
road, but the Ex-Champion was non est inventus, and the exertions of a whole 
troop of scouts failed to discover his whereabouts. Midnight had now arrived, 
and there was no help for it but to pick one on the ground, snd an adjourn. 
ment was made to roost. The morning was mild anddry, with a bracing breeze, 
and on arriving at the London-road Railway Station, tickets were taken for 
Hazle Head Bridge, by the five minutes past six parliamentary. The officials 
xinaly (?) provided separate carriages for the exclusive uce of the fighting party 
and all being ready we glided gently out of the station. Friendly b inage. 
nips of brandy, and general lighting up of weeds, was the order of the day, until 
we reached Dinting, where the aspect of affairs became decidedly blue, two con- 
servators of the peace joining the excursionists, and on arriving at Hadfield 
another member of the blue coated gentry embarked. It now looked Lombard- 
street to au orange against there being a “scrap,” in that locality, but When 
the train pulled up at, Woodhead the unwelcome visitors diembarked, their power 
to spoil sport ending there. At Hoyle Head ‘“‘aJl out” was shouted, and an 
adjournment was at ence made to appropriate ground at Flouch, where the 
wooden walls were quickly raised on the same spot where Chambers and Evans 
fought. Chambers was the firet to shy his castor within the cords quickly fol- 
lowed by Prior, the former being esquired by the Boniface of the Saw Mill 
Tavern, and the favourite second, Joe Long (specially retained), whilst Punch 
and Alf Owen waited upon Prior, Chambers won the toss, and good naturedly

THE FIGHT. 

Round 1.—On peeling, both lads looked in rattling fettle for the job in hand, 
and dispensing with the usual sparring, feinting, and dodging, stood almoat toe 
to toe, and dashed at the frontis with both digits, when the non-favourite 
knocked his man down with a piledriver in the etomach, amidst the most up- 
cesta applause from Chambers’s corner.

Round 2.—It was evident that the contendants had made 3 their minds to 
fight for a ‘‘ belly-full,” and on Prior advancing to the scratch he displayed a 
thin streak of the ruby flowing from the mouth, deciding the second event (first 
blood) in favour of the Saw Mill representative. Without the slightest ceremony 
err ge countered time after time at the mug with immense force until 

th fell. 

Round 3.—The moment time was called hostilities were resumed, both fighting 
at the head, when they rushed to an{embraco (?), and were ultimately down side 
by side at the ropes. 

Round 4.—The exchanges were terrific until they broke away, but returning 
to the charge, Chambers landed a straight right-hander on the ribs, and Prior 
came to grass. 

Round 5,.—Prior was the first to lead off, reaching the left shoulder, roceivin 
a reminder on the beak. Prior, however, rushed at his man, and tbey fibbed 
away to the ropes, where they rolled over each other. 

Round 6,.—Beth quick and eager for business, Chambers tried to draw his 
man, but it was no go, when steadying themselves they countered heavily on the 
mug, which brought the lads to a close, both coming to grief, Prior under, 

Ronnd 7,—Prior came up smeared with blood, Chambers only showing a slight 
cut on the bottom lip. Fighting and not sparring was the order of the day, for 
they at once went to work with a will, and without flinching rattled away at the 
bedy and cranium till both slipped down. 

Round 8.—Chambers short with the right, receiving on the ear, when Prior 
oie down accidentally. 

and 9.—The fight up to this pericd was all in favour of Chambers, but 
Prior now pulled himself together and hammering away with both mawleys, 
had all the best of this bout. a 
» Round 10.—Chambers advanced smiling, aud at once delivered at the head 
leaving his sign manual on the proboscis, Prioi’s left going ovar his op- 
nent’ssboulder. They closed at once and a severe wrestle ensued for the 
‘all, which was gained by Chambers, who twisted bis man under, 

Round 11.—This round was fiercely contested, the slogging being terrific, 
neither stopping for repairs, but weaving away with both hands till the braco 
fell from sheer exhaustion. ‘ 

Round 12.—Chambers short with tho right, whon Prior seeing his oppor- 
tunity delivered a fine uppercut with the right which staggered Chambers 
and made him stand back. Ungetting togetuer the pair struggled to the 
ropes when both rolled over, Chambors, who waa decidedly the stronsest, 
twisting his man under. 

Round 13.—Prior came up unmistakeably groggy and bleeding freely from 
the mouth and nose. They fought away with both hands, Prior several times 
hitting open handed, when AL Chambers fought him to the ropes 
where he fell through deluged in blood. On time being called, the poor 
fellow got on his feet to renew hostilities but reeled like a dfunken man and 
had to be supported. All hope of course was extinguished, and his second seeing 
he had no chance, humanely threw up the sponge, and Chambers was de- 
clared the winner after the combat had lasted exactly twenty minutes. 


REMARKS. ; 

The above content calls for little observation. Both aro thorough game 
ones, and with a little tuition the winner will prove a troublesome customer 
to any of the local men at his weight. The loser was too finely drawn, and 
hence his falling weak, otherwise the fight would not havo been decided so 
soon, The fight, whilst it lasted, was a real ding dong affair, neither shrink- 
ing puishment, nor taking any unfair shay Sr of each other, not a single 
appeal was made to the referee. Ifthe lads take a joint benefit they will be 
sure to bave a bumper, and asa rocoenis ers of the bravery displayed by the 
loser several gentlemen who have taken colours off him intend to pry for 
the samo asif he had won, a oourse which wa hope the remainder will fol- 
low. Prior was rather severely punished about the head, whilst the winner 
was comparatively scatheless,

: DICK FELLOWS AND YOUNG TOM LANE. 

These Birmingham pugilsts were; matched at 8st 12\b, for £50. Dick 
Fellows has long been advantagiously known as possessing ever advantage of 
science and bottom, and Tom Lane was reported to have Saher ted the game 
and skill of his uncle, therenowned Hammer Late. Great interest was there- 
fore excited by the match in the sporting world, and sums to a large amount 
were eagerly invested, generally 11 to 8 on Laue. The training had been care- 
fully attended to, and it was impossible to imagine the human frame in more 
perfect order than that which when stripped for the scale, both combatants 
presented. The office was given to start at 5 o'clock on Tuesday morning, to a 
well selected spot at Lapworth, near Kingswood, about three miles from War- 
wick, where the ring was soon pitchec, and the men proceeded to prepare for 
action, Here the first and fatal misfortune occurred, as it appoared the princi- 
val backer of Fellows had directed that his mau should not be placed in the ring 
ill after his arrival. at 10 0’clock. He, however, arrived an hour before that 
time, and the referee having given the word, the men took their places in the 
ring, at ten minuteg after nine. On‘a critical examination of the combatants, the 
betting became evem, Lane for choice, an alteration chiefly owing to the tineno+y 
of condition equally displayed by both, 

After some smart spering at the commencementof the first round Fellows 
hit off on the ribs, but fell short, then planted heavily on Lane’s cheek, who 
returned in full ferce on the ribs. Fellows made a strong lounge, but missing 
his mark partially fell, but quickly recovered himeelf, and when about to pro- 
ceed with the round a numerous body of police appeared in the battle field, and 
instantly proceeded to capture the stakes aud ropes whilst a portion followed 
the flying combatmats, who were making off with the best of their speed. After 
an animated chasa they were obliged to succumb to their visitors, who instantly 
secured them and placed them in durance vile, where they at present remain, 
bail to amoung having been offered bnt refused. Had it not been for the

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CHARLEY CARROLL, THE CELEBRATED LIGHT- 
WEIGHT JOCKEY.

THE WINNING PERFORMANCES OF OHARLES CARROLL 
DD 'e 


We cannot do better in our illustrations of Jockey-life than give the 
portrait of this jockey, one of the most renowned on the Turf; and 
we are the more induced to doso from the fact, that the rapid strides 
he has mado-in ‘his profession are as much attributable to his good 
character ‘as to his well-known skill in the saddle. We shall, there- 
fore, give our account, not only of his winning performances. of the 
past. gar, but also a short history of his provious career. Charles 
Carroll was born at Manchester in 1849, and like his celobrated rival, 
J. Grimshaw, is now in his twentieth year. Heentered the late John 
Osborno’s: stable, at Middleham, at the age of twelve, and appeared 
first in public atthe Liverpool Autumn Meeting, November 9, 1860, 
in a handicap plate, wherein he'rode Weasel (4 yrs, 6st 11lb), put was 
not placed. is néxt essay in the pigskin was more successful, for, 
with tho. same horse, he won the: Members’ Plate, at Pontefract, in 
the following summer, beating. Flotilla by half a length; the 
favourite, Bab atthe Bowster, third. It is not our intention to follow 
him through all his ‘Turf career, his doiugs in the past season being 


the object of onr carcfalanalysis, It will therefore be suffivient for 
our purpose to say that his apprenticeship does not expire until next 
October. 

Although he has not riddon the winner in any of the groat handi- 
caps, he has been second two years in succession for the Chester Oup— 
on Little Stag, in Flash-in-Pan’s year, and on Buckfoot last year, when 
Dalby won; but his most memorable race wason Gratitude for the 
Cesarewitch, whon, after ono of the most exciting struggles ever wit- 
nessed, Thalestris won by a head, It is gralifying to know the 
friendly feeling that exists between two such formidable rivals as J. 
Grimshaw and Carroll....We understand that the first-named is en- 
tortaining Carroll at hig house at Newmarket daring the recess. We 
may mention that Charles is a brother to William Oarroll, a light- 
Weight of somo celebrity, but who has been dead sometime. Duriag the 
past year Oharleg Carroll became so identified with Lord Stamford's 
colouts that it wag quite as natural to seo him in the “ blue and 
black belt,” as Fordham in the ‘hoops ” of the Duke of Beaufort, 

Carroll was early in the field, commencing the season at Manchas- 
ter on Saturday, January 7, when he rode Na, in the Trial Handicap, 
finishing second to Ross; bat he did not again appear on the scene until 
the legitimate Turf drama of 1865, in which he wad destined to play so 
promiigens & part, commenced at Lincoln. He was unsuccessful in his 

rst three mounts; but he fally compensated hia backers for their, con- 
fidence by winning the Lincolashire Handicap (tho first rate of any, 
importance in the early part of the year) with Gaily, after a fine race 


with Le Marechal. Speculation on this race was very spirited, 
Manrico, Idle Girl, Doctor Syntax, and Le Marechal, all being freely 
supported, but although Gaily started at the long price of 20 to.1, there 
were many good judges and adherents of poor old John Osborne’s 
stable who followed this popular jockey, thus bringing off the first 
“ good thing ” of the year. 

Liver bor was a fortunate meeting for Carroll, as he won the 
Spring Cup on Nu, after a magnificent race, and a most determined 
set-to with Wandering Minstrel, Jammy Grimshaw in the saddle. 
This was another lucky victory for Osborne’s stablo, as Nu started at 
the nice price of 100 to 8, and Carroll’s backers were enthusiastic in 
their praises of his artistic riding. The Sefton Handicap he wen with 
Wild Duck,-and the following week at Doncaster he won the Trial 
Stakes on The Pirate. At Warwick he carried off two handicap 
plates with Gownsman; and appears next as a winner at Lewes, 
where he won a plate with Shamrock, another long shot, 10 to 1 being 
easily obtained. In the Tyne Spring Handicap, at Newcastle, he 
was successful with Gayous, overthrowing a great favourite in 
Wetsail.
